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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is issued in response to applicant filed application on 10/14/2003. 

2. Claims 1-61 are pending. 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 02/27/2004.The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claimie and 29 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Claim 16 and 29 recite the limitation "implicitly determined". This limitation does 
not clearly define the enablement requirement of the claimed invention. 

Examiner asserts that all claims should be checked for clarification. 
Appropriate action is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers.any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claim 1, 17, 30, and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention Is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding Claims 1, 17, 30, and 46, the limitation "enhancing/modifying the 
search results" does not provide tangible results to the claimed invention. The step of 
"enhancing/modifying the search results" does not provide any useful tangible result to 
the user or any process. Examiner is not clear whether this step of 
"enhancing/modifying the search results" is just an abstract idea occurring on a 
computer system, and/or does or does not provide a tangible result. According to 
MPEP, the claimed invention as a whole must accomplish a practical application. That 
is, it must produce a "useful, concrete and tangible result." State Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 
47 USPQ2d at 1601-02. 

Regarding Claim 30, the limitation disclosed in the claim is directed to an 
application module associated with a search engine. This limitation is drawn to software 
which does not include any type of hardware. Therefore, Claim 30 is directed to non- 
functional descriptive material, such as software, per se; and additionally non-statutory 
for that reason. 
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Regarding Claim 46, tlie limitation disclosed in the claim is directed to a search 
query and source of selection. This limitation is drawn to data which does not include 
any type of hardware. The limitation disclosed in the claim is directed to non-functional 
descriptive material, such as data, per se; and additionally non-statutory for that reason. 

Examiner asserts that all claims should be checked for clarification. 
Appropriate action is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the Invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claim 1 - 11 , 1 3 - 24, 26 - 40, 42 - 56, and 58 - 61 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Haitsuka et al. (Haitsuka hereinafter) (US Patent 


No. 6,847,992 B1. filed: October 19, 1999).

lines 3-4, Haitsuka). 

Regarding Claim 2, Haitsuka discloses a process, further comprising the step of: 
returning the enhanced results to the user (Fig. 6, item 615, Col. 14, lines 41 - 
43, Haitsuka). 

Regarding Claim 3, Haitsuka discloses a process, further comprising the step of: 
sending the enhanced results to a recipient (Fig. 6, item 630, Col. 14, lines 64 - 
66, Haitsuka^). 

Regarding Claim 4, Haitsuka discloses a process, wherein the recipient is 
selected by the user (Col. 14, lines 51 - 53, Haitsuka). 

Regarding Claim 5, Haitsuka discloses a process, wherein the recipient is 
determined based on the enhanced results (Col. 14, lines 51 - 53, Haitsuka).

and means for integrating any of the specified search parameters with a search 

query, wherein the integrated search parameters are applicable to a determined subject 

of the search query (Col. 4, lines 64 - 67, Haitsuka). 

Regarding Claim 60, Haitsuka discloses a system, wherein the determined 
subject matter is based upon user input (Col. 16, lines 23 - 33, Haitsuka^°). 

^® Wherein the step of analyzing the data (user-related information previously stored) over time and 
modifying/enhancing presentations corresponds to the step of organizing the received results based upon 
the information claimed.

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Regarding Claim 61, Haitsuka discloses a system, wherein the determined 
subject matter is based upon the received search query (Col. 4, lines 61 - 63, 
Haitsuka^^). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 12, 25, 41, and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Haitsuka et al. (Haitsuka hereinafter) (US Patent No. 6,847,992 B1, 
filed: October 19, 1999) in view of Ford et al. (Ford hereinafter) (US Patent No. 
6,963,867 B2, filed: March 31, 2003). 

Regarding Claim 12, Haitsuka discloses all the limitations as disclosed above. 
However, Haitsuka is silent with respect to rating. On the other hand, Ford discloses a 
ratings service (Col. 6, lines 28-31, Ford). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate Ford's

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teachings to the system of Haitsuka. Skilled artisan would have been motivated to do 
so, as suggested by Ford (Col. 2, lines 16-18, Ford), to display results of multiple- 
category search according to levels of significance of the categories to a user's search 
query. In addition, both of the references (Haitsuka and Ford) teach features that are 
directed to analogous art and they are directed to the same field of endeavor, such as, 
databases management systems, search engines, and queries. This close relation 
between both of the references highly suggests an expectation of success. 

Regarding Claim 25, the combination of Haitsuka in view of Ford discloses a 
process, wherein the selected source comprises a ratings service (Col. 6, lines 28 - 31 , 
Ford). 

Regarding Claim 41 , the combination of Haitsuka in view of Ford discloses a 
system, wherein the selected source comprises a ratings service (Col. 6, lines 28-31, 
Ford). 

Regarding Claim 57, the combination of Haitsuka in view of Ford discloses a 
system, wherein the selected source comprises a ratings service (Col. 6, lines 28-31, 
Ford).

3. Herz (US Patent No. 6,029,195 ) discloses a system for customized electronic 
identification of desirable objects. 

4. Gerace (US Patent No. 5,848,396) discloses a method and apparatus for 
determining behavioral profile of a computer user.
